THE MONTEREY CYPRESS. 


Found In Its Wild State In Only Two 
Spots in the World. 

One of the most interesting and ‘pic- 
turesque trees in the world, as well as 
one of the most ancient, is the Cupres- 
sus macracarps, or Monterey cypress. 
Its native habitat is extremely restrict- 
ed, for it is found in its wild state in 
only two spots in the whole wide world 
—on the edge of a grove of conifers 
stretching for a few miles between 
the bay of Monterey and the bay of 
Carmel (the latter of which bears a 
striking resemblance in outline and 


color to its prototype in the Holy Land)’ 


and in a similar spot near Pescadero, a 
little town lying on the coast between 
Monterey and San Francisco. The 
Monterey grove consists of only a doz- 
en or two cypresses of large size and 
most striking appearance, Their trunks 
are massive and wrinkled with hoary 
age, while their boughs, gnarled and 
twisted, grow chiefly on one side away
